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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: First, with respect to claim 12, discarding or 
skipping accounts for the same functionality in the context of an adaptive control, which is clearly disclosed by Aharoni in col. 3, lines 46- 
60, col. 12, lines 42-55, and col. 17, lines 52-65. Second, with respect to claims 1 , 14, and 25, it is obvious from Aharoni disclosure in 
col.9, lines 56-60, col. 17, lines 52-59, and col. 19, lines 15-21 , that this process is taking place in a client single session. Third, with 
respect to claims 6 and 19, Aharoni obviously discloses in col. 19, lines 15-21 client interaction with the system for adaptive control. The 
reply filed by applicant on 8/9/2005 did not place the application in condition for allowance.
